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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to the amendment filed 04/13/2007. The previous 
office action indicated claims 4 and 13 as allowable. That allowability is hereby 
withdrawn in light of newly found prior art, the examiner apologizes for any 
inconvenience. Currently claims 28-29 are rejected and this office action is non-final. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 28-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Schulz 
(2002987). 

Claims 28-29: A hollow, elongated, structural member comprising: 
A plurality of elongated hollow pole sections 29/30 secured together in an end-to- 
end relationship; 

each of said hollow pole sections comprising a plurality of longitudinally 
extending peripheral sections joined together; SEE FIGURE 18 

each of said peripheral sections being bent along at least one longitudinally 
extending break line to define a plurality of angled wall sections extending between 
longitudinally inwardly extending edge portions; SEE FIGURE 18 

said edge portions of said peripheral sections being bolted together by bolt 
members to form a hollow pole section; SEE ELEMENTS 32 AND 33 

said edge portions of adjacent peripheral sections defining an externally 
presented general V-shape therebetween (figures 1 and 18).
